EDITORIAL 


Ta celebrate the completion of the tenth volume of EKISTICS, it was decided 
to prepare an accumulated index of all the articles abstracted, reviewed, and 
published during its first five years of existence, as it is believed that this 
should prove a useful general bibliography of articles relating to the emerging 
science of human settlements. 


To this end reference is made every time to the source of all published 
articles from which the abstracts were drawn, as well as to the issue of 
EKISTICS in which it appeared. Only when the abstract has been compiled from 
a typescript document with limited circulation, which would not be available 
through normal library service chann ls, or when we have published (or ab- 
stracted from) an original manuscript, is the EKISTICS reference left to stand 
alone. 


Ambiguity 

The Table of Contents lists the main heads under which the articles have been 
catalogued, headings not always easy to circumscribe with any exactitude since 
the whole science of Ekistics - the science of human settlements - is so new that 
the same terminology is used to mean different things by different groups. Two 
examples may suffice: the term 'New Town! when employed in an English public - 
ation has a specific legal connotation referring to the British New Towns Act, 
and in essence relates to a sophisticated, well serviced suburb of a large metro- 
politan city. In Canadian parlance, it usually means a small pioneer settlement 
in the remote vastnesses of the Canadian northland; though a settlement with 
certain built-in characteristics which should enable it to grow to some consider- 
able size at a not too distant future date. Other new towns discussed in this 
period - 1955-60 - have mainly consisted of new capital cities, and are indexed 
as such. Large new housing developments have also sometimes been described 
as new towns, but it has been editorial policy to distinguish between a 'town', as 
a place in wiich all normal human needs should be met, and a purely residen- 
tial project, even though this may include a primary school and some local shops. 


Community Development 





A second example of ambiguity is the term 'community development', which, 
in the minds of some of its most ardent advocates, has been expanded to incorp- 
orate almost everything from the human development of natural resources to the 
psychological development of human beings. As a result, practically every 
article comes up with its own redefinition of the term. An exception can be made 
for articles emanating from the United Nations, which always refer to their 
standard - though somewhat vague - definition: ''a process involving the inte- 
gration of the two sets of forces represented by the local community on tie one 
hand, and the Government on the other."' By and large, it can be said t’. t the 
phrase has come to mean the voluntary involvement of the local pwpulatic™ in 
projects of community improvement in addition to, or even instead of, , /- 
fessional experts. 


Only a selected portion of the copious recent literature on community devel- 
opment has been covered by EKISTICS, and the borderline is very unclear 
between these articles and those purporting to deal with the almost equally 
indefinite fields of city and regional planning and of economic development. 
This has meant that many articles have had to be cross-indexed several times 
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Cross Indexing 





The system followed has been the usual one of first listing all articles both under their 
main subject and the name of their author. Wherever applicable they have also been 
listed under the countries to which they most directly refer. The period since 1955 has 
see the creat’on of a number of new countries, which have in most instances resulted in 
a change of name for the same area. When this has occurred, e.g. Gold Coast, Ghana, 
all information relating to that area has bes 1 catalogued under it's present name - Ghana, 
In other cases where a territory has been split up, e.g. Indo-China, information is cata- 
logued under the name(s) employed in the article, depending upon it's date of publication; 
thus a reader interested in searching up articles upon Laos would be advised also to turn to 
items listed under Indo-China 


Where the subject title is ambiguous, or the article deals with more than one subject 
upon the main list of contents, the article is fully cross-indexed. Indeed, it may easily 
be considered that this cross-indexing has been taken too far, but our wish has been to 
produce a bibliography which can be used without obliging the user to refer to a number 
of headings in order to turn un all the material he needs, 


Developing Countries 





While the selection of articles for abstraction in EKISTICS has by no means been con- 
fined to those relating to the developing countries, it can readily be seen that these have 
tended to predominate. The reason is twofold. Readers in the more developed countries 
have little ready access to information about what is happening in the rest of the world - 
their own journals are too full of matters of local interest. 


Readers in the developing countries are directly interested to know what is happening 
in other areas with similar conditions to their own, and the publications in which this in- 
formation is contained are usually difficult for them to obtain. It is also mainly for these 
readers that abstracts are included of selected ‘western’ developments already fully re- 
ported in the western technical press. We know well that most of our readers in the de- 
veloping countries are prevented by currency restrictions from any ready access to the 
normal run of technical and professional publications. 


Correspondence 





With the start of 1961, a correspondence column will be instituted which will be 
assembled in Athens. It is hoped that this may give readers an opportunity to comment 
upon the general notion of ‘Ekistics - the science of human settlements’ as well as upon 
the general contents of the journal. 


EKISTICS is mainly a journal of abstracts and as we ure clearly not in direct touch 
with the authors of such articles,we are not in a position to enter into correspondence re- 
garding their content. However in almost every issue there is at least one article, in 
addition to the editorial and the work of Doxiadis Associates, for which we can accept 
full editorial responsibility, and upon which the views and comments of readers would be 
extremely interesting.

Although EKISTICS is owned and sponsored by Doxiadis Associates, no 
attempt is made by the firm to influence the selection of material for the 
journal. The fact that its title "EKISTICS: The Science of Human Settlements" 
reflects the principles and approach adopted by Doxiadis Associates in their 
professional work results in a relationship between the contents of the 
journal and the general policy of the firm; but the selection or not of work 
of Doxiadis Associates for inclusion in EKISTICS is the responsibility of the 
Editor. 


Editorial Policy 





Dr. C. A. Doxiadis has stated that the three prongs of the science of 
ekistics can be summed up as: Problem, Policy, Program. In terms of 
editorial policy these can be related to the three interlocking aspects of the 
science of human settlements which are of special interest to this journal: 
factors to be taken into account in arriving at a physical plan for improved 
settlements: forms or patterns adopted for settlements and the theories upon 
which these rest; means employed to bring improvements in human settle - 
ments into reality. 


EKISTICS can make no pretence to coverage in any field. The aim of the 
journal, just as the aim of this bibliography, is to act as a key which can open 
doors into rooms where greater knowledge lies stored: a method by which he 
who seeks can find. To this end we are especially interested to report upon 
research projects; whether these be the building of a new city, the develop- 
ment of a technique for estimating a future school population, the improved 
use of some traditional material, or a system of calculation to arrive at the 
maximum development possible with a minimum outlay of capital. 


We shall continue to endeavour to follow through upon research projects, 
reporting upon them from stage to stage, and in this context we must record 
our grateful thanks to the dozen or so widely distributed research centers 
and to the agencies of the United Nations which regularly supply us with their 
literature. We are also very happy to receive information direct from any 
of our readers and hope, during 1961, to build up a panel of regular technical 
correspondents throughout the world. One further note on this score: 
language is no problem. The editorial office is adjacent to the campus of 
Harvard University, and there is little difficulty in finding student translaturs 
from any tongue. 


One final note of gratitude: the arduous work of preparing this bibliography 
was undertaken single -handed by the assistant editor, Gwen Bell.
